'To  Jlis  E'xceUencxj,  Governor  J^’rmich  P . Fleinihr/ : 


As  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Florida 

it  becomes  my  duty  to  render  you  sucii  report  of  the  transac- 
tions of  the  Board  during  the  past  year,  and  to  recommend 
sucli  modiheations  in  tiie  law  as  will  tend  to  enhance  the  use- 
fulness of  the  Board,  as  may  be  deemed  advisable.  In  conse- 
quence of  the- short  time  during  which  T have  filled  the  office 
of  President  of  the  Board,  there  is  but  little  to  dwell  upon  ^ 
other  than  to  heartily  approve  the  recommendations  made  in 
the  reports  of  the  late  President,  Dr.  H.  P.  Daniel,  and  the 
State  Health  Officer,  which  are  apppended,  for  your  considera- 


tion. ' 

I Mmuld  particularly  invite  your  attention  to  those  portions 
of  the  reports  mentioned,  Mdiich  deal  Avith  the  necessity  for  the 
establishment  of  disinfection  stations  at  Fernandina  and  Key 
West,  which  have  been  delayed  this  year  by  reason  of  lack 
of  funds ; the  erection  of  a Boarding  Station  at  Punta  Gorda, 
witli  a ])liysician  in  charge,  which  has  been  ordered  by  the 
Board ; the  valuable  service  rendered  during  the  season  of  '91 
by  the  State  Quarantine  l^atrol  Boat  “ 3Iissoe and  the  urgent 
necessity  noted  for  a change  in  the  method  of  collecting  the 
vital  statistics  of  the  State. 

* The  existence  of  cases  of  leprosy  in  the  State  and  the  in- 
terpretation of  the  law  in  regard  thereto,  whether  the  Board 
is  authorized  to  provide  an  asylum  on  Mullet  Key  and  main- 
tain these  unfortunates  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  is  also 
laid  before  your  notice. 

The  difficulty  experienced  by  the  executive  officer  of  the 
Hoard  in  carrying  out  the  regulations  in  regard  to  quarantine, 
through  the  division  of  authority  with  the  County  Hoards  of 
Health,  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent  as  each  quaraii-  ^

siralilc.

d1ic  n;ciieral  licaltli  of  llic  State  during  tlic  jiast  year,  I am 
liappy  to  Rtate,  lias  liecn  good,  and  wc  have  been  spared  the 
liresence  of  c])idemic  disease  of  any. kind.

IHH.ATIONS  WITH  OTHEli  nOAlJDS. 


The  oflicial  relations  of  this  Hoard  with  various  health  au- 
thorities beyond  onr  State  have  been  pleasant  as  well  as  satis- 
factory, ami  there  is  exhibited  a growing  confidence  in  onr 
desire  and  ability  to  jirotect  onr  ncighbor.s,  as  well  as  our- 
selves, against  contagious  and  infections  disease. 


A COl^N'rV  U(^AlH)S. 


Whilst  I am  jileased  to  express  my  high  appreciation  of  the 
ability  as  well  as  cordiality  with  which  many  of  the  County 
Hoards  of  1 1 ealth  have  co-operated  with  the  State  Ifoard  in 
cari’ving  out  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  lattei,  _^etl  deem 
it  my  duty  to  report  some  of  the  former  as  indifferent  and 

irresponsive. 
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1 bolievp  it  woiilil  |)n>iiiolo  the  liiiancial  as  well  as  sanitary 
intorosl  of  llie  people  of  this  State  to  abolish  Count}  hoaids 
,if  Health  entirely,  ainlto  legally  anthori/.e  the  State  Board 
to  appoint  and  iiay  sue.li  local  health  insiieotors  as  might  a)>pear 
needful.  Certainiy  this  is  the  only  method  by  «’hich  any  data 
can  be  eollected  sntlioiontly  fall  and  reliable  to  jmssess  valne 
in  torinniating  vital  statistic  returns  tor  onr  State ; and  sue  i 
Statistics  if  comprehensive  and  exact,  would,  without  doubt, 
demonstrate  the  liealthfiihiess  of  Kloriila,  and  indirectly  pro- 
mote her  interests  and  ni.aterially  aid  in  her  development. 

MKKTIXCJS. 

There  havi  been  held  three  meetings  of  the  Board  since  the 
last  annual  report  was  made,  viz.:  .)  uly  2 1 , f S9 1 , at  the  request 

of  the  lion.  \V.  K.Hycr,  for  the  purpose  of  revising  section  • , 
maritime  and  medical  inspection  of  the  rules  and  regulations, 
October  27,  1S91,  at  Jlullet  Key,  to  e.xaniiue  the  Station  |irioi 
to  the  close  of  the  quarantine  season,  and  to  con.sider  certain 
chaimes  and  additions  to  this  Station,  suggested  by  the  . tate 
Health  Otlicer:  and  at  .lacksonville,  .Taniiary  12,  IS.C,  to  con 
sider  bids  for  ballast  crib  at  -Mullet  Key,  and  for  erection  ot  a 
fumio-atiim  stotion  and  disinfecting  plant  at  Key  \\  est. 

IXSPErTOKS. 

'I'here  have  been  employed  by  the  Hoard  of  Health  Ollice 
during  the  past  year  tour  inspectors.  'I'wo  of  these  were  tein- 
porarv,  for  the  quarantine  season  only,  and  two  are  permanen  - 
These  lattter,  it  has  appeared  advisable,  to  continue  on  duty 
the  vear  round  owing  to  the  amount  ot  intercourse  with  in- 
fect;d  or  suspicious  localities  during  the  wimer  months  which 
is  had  at  the  points  where  they  are  st.alioncd,  and  I believe 
that  there  are  several  other  points  in  the  State  which  it  would 
be  wise  to  guard  by  similar  permanent  ijispcction  service. 

Ql'AUAXTlXE  STATIOXS. 

The  quarantine  and  disinfection  station  at  -Mullet  Key,  which 
-erected  during  the  previous  year-was  put  in  operation  at  the 
coinmeiiccment  of  the  quarantine  .season  of  1891,  has  workei^ 
with  a success  bcvoiid  our  ox)icctatioiis,  and,  .as  } on  maj  o) 
servo  from  the  statement  herewith  transmitted,  was  very 
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nearly  self-supporting  (luring  ils  first  year.  It  had  been  our 
calculation  that  a station  similar  in  character  and  adapted  lu 
capacity  to  the  reciuirements  of  that  })ort  should  have  been  by 
this  time  in  course  of  construction  at  or  near  Key  West ; but 
•the  Board  at  its  last  meeting,  after  considering  the  report  in 
regard  to  this  matter  which  was  laid  before  it  by  the  State 
Health  Officer,  deemed  it  iiiiadvisable  to  authorize  such  large 
additional  outlay  at  present,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  United  States  ^lariiie  Hospital  Department  has  in 
course  of  construction  a disinfecting  plant  at  Dry  Tortugas, 
some  sixty  miles  distant  from  Key  West,  and  this  will  prob- 
ably be  ready  for  utilization  by  the  next  (piarantine  season. 
This,  it  is  hoped,  will  relieve  the  situation  sufficiently  until 
further  steps  can  be  taken  in  this  direction,  if  found  necessary, 
by  the  State  Board. 

The  ports  on  the  east  eoast  of  the  State  have  relied  upon 
the  Government  refuge  station  at  Sapelo  for  such  emergencies 
as  have  thus  far  arisen  ; but  as  this  station  is  not  ecpiipped  in 
such  manner  as  to  make  it  altogether  satisfactory,  I trust  that 
either  a comiilete  outfit  for  fumigating  and  disinfecting  will 
very  soon  be  erected  at  SapelO  by  the  United  States  (iovern- 
inent,  or  that  the  bealth  authorities  of  Florida  may  be  able 
and  will  deem  it  advisable  to  provide  a station  at  some  suit- 
able point  for  the  use  of  the  ports  above  referred  to. 

1 have  refrained  from  making  a more  extended  reiiort  at 
this  time  in  view  of  tlffi  fact  that  the  State  Health  Officer  will 
shortly  compile  an  ample  and  detailed  statement  of  the  ojicra- 
tions  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  its  executive  department,  and 
I hope  that  what  is  here  presented  for  consideration  may  meet 

your  approbation.

the  relative  position  of  “Jupiter  and  Saturn.  ^ Lhis  is  \\  lat 
should  be  fastened  on  the  pnblic.  Let  all  theories  of  epidem- 
'ics  <^o.  Oct  clean  and  remain  clean  ; see  that  over-crowding 
is  avoided,  that  streets  are  cleaned,  thafeback  alleys  and  cellai  s 
are  dry  and  clean;  disinfect  privy  vaults  and  all  questionable 
places.  These  matters  well  attended  to  and  epidemies  will  at 
least  lose  one  of  their  favorite  foods  filth. 


There  has  been  a remarkable  decrease  in  the  prevalence  of 
“ suspicious  rumors”  during  the  past  three  years,  and  for  the 
year  just  ended  the  State  Hoard  of  Health  has  had  but  two 

oceasions  to  make  an  investigation. 

In  April  last  a request  was  received  from  the  Health  Offi- 
cer of  Alabama  for  information  in  regard  to  the  health  of 
Tampa,  as  it  had  been  reported  to  him  that  a suspicious  fe^  ei 
prevailed  there.  A thorough  investigation  decided  the  falsity 
of  the  rumor,  and  traced  the  source  and  origin  to  Xew  Orleans. 
dJie  cori’espondence  in  this  ease  is  apjiended. 

In  August,  1891,  the  Pi-esident  of  the  Board  was  informed 
of  the  existence  of  a case  of  fever,  with  suspicious  symptoms, 
at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  in  the  City  of  Jacksonville.  The  patient 
died,  and  the  post-mortem  held  confirmed  a diagnosis^,  made 
before  death,  of  malarial pcrmcions  ferer. 


YEELOAV  FEARER. 

On  November  3d  the  City  Health  Officer  of  Jacksonville 
informed  the  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  a case 
of  yellow  fever  in  the  practice  of  Dr.  Neal  IMitchell.  J he 
patient  Avas  promptly  removed  to  the  Sand  Hills  Hospital,  fiA  e 
miles  from  the  city,  and  there  treated  until  reeoA^ery.  Aftei 
proper  disinfection  of  effects  he  Avas  discharged.  The  history 
of  this  case  is  interesting  in  that  the  young  man  eame  direct 
from  Bluefields,  Nicaragua,  on  steamship  “Whitney’.’  to  New 
Orleans,  and  landed  at  this  last  port  in  a healthy -condition  on 
November  1st  (so  reported  by  the  President  of  the  Louisiana 
Hoai-d  of  Health)  and  passed  the  quarantine  inspection  there. 
He  left  Bluefields  on  October  26th  and  New  Orleans  Novem- 
ber 1 St,  reaching  Jacksonville,  sick,  on  the  evening  of  Novem- 
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bor  ill.  The  county  beulth  authoiities  were  notified  of  t is 
ciise  bv  a confidential  letter,  and  whilst  there  was  no  attempt 
at  coneoahnent  of  the  facts,  at  the  same  time  no  niidtte  pttb- 
hcitv  or  seiisatiotial  re|iorts  became  cnrreiit.  'I'he  tsolation  of 
the 'case  was  iicrfecteil  by  the  city  authorities  without  the  in- 
tervention of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  at,  aelioii  which  is 
commendable  and  ileserving  of  much  credit.  A coinpmiion 
of  this  patient  from  Blnetields  was  traced  to  bake  oith, 
.•here  he  was  reported  by  Dr.  K.  B.  Bo«er  the  .attemltiig 
phv.sician.  who  is  also  the  president  of  the  Dade  Ooiinty  Boat 
of 'Health,  to  have  had  a sharp  attack  of  malartal  htliotts 
fever.’’  Xo  disastrous  results  followed  either  of  these  eases. 

■ On  October  16,  D^hl,  Dr.  .1.  b.  llor.sey,  the  Assistant  State 
Health  Officer  and  Port  Physician  at  Kernandina,  reported  the 
Ocrman  bark  - Soli  Deo  Ohiria”  ashore  ot,  the  tiorth  end  ol 
\melia  Island  with  a crow  snspeeted  of  liemg  tnlected  wtth 
vellow  fever.  On  the  satne  date  Dr.  G.  W.  .fohiison,  ol  . ack- 
'sonville,  who  had  heei,  „t,  a fishing  cruise  tiear  1 albo  sland 
informed  the  State  Health  Officer  that  tins  crew  had  landed 
on  Talbot  Island  with  all  their  effects,  and  that  the  captain 
and  one  man  were,  aeeording  to  his  nnderstandtng  of  symp- 
toms, evidently  convalescing  from  yellow  fever 
tion  was  immediately  procured,  and  the  State  Health  Officer, 
with  Dr.  Johnson,  proceeded  to  Talbot  Island,  where  the  crew, 
seven  sailors  and  the  captain,  were  fonml  being  cared  for  by 
some  negroes  living  there.  Close  ipiesiiomng  of  the 
and  mate  developed  the  information  that  the  fso  i eo  j o 
ria”  had  sailed  from  Kingston,  Jamaica,  September  19ti  niti 
eleven  men;  three  were  lost  at  sea  froiii  what  the  captmi 
called  “ sunstroke,”  but  which  evidence  confirmed  .as  yelhin 
fever.  Information  received  about  the  same  time  from  the 
United  .'States  Consul  at  King.ston  stated  that  the  balla.st  m 
the  “Soli  Deo  Gloria”  was  transferred  from  the  German  bark 
u Elene,”  last  from  Rio  Janeiro,  on  board  of  which  a seaman 
died  five  davs  out,  and  the  caiitain  was  sick  on  arrival  at  King- 
ston and  dic'd  there  on  September  llth  ; evidence  being  in  favor 
of  vellow  fever,  .-\ecordingly  the  shipwrecked  crew  of  the 
“Soli  Den  Gloria”  were  quarantined  on  the  Island  mitt 
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transportation  could  be  sent  to  take  them  to  the  South  At- 
lantic Quarantine  Station  at  Sapelo.  The  bark  became  a total  |l 

wreck  and  was  bought  at  public  sale  by  the  ^^assau  County 
Board  of  Health,  and  was  destroyed  by  fire. 

On  July  14th  the  steamship  “ Nigretia,”  from  Vera  Cruz, 
arrived  at  Pensacola  Quarantine  Station  and  was  immediately 
inspected.  The  captain,  in  answer  to  usual  questions,  stated 
that  there  was  no  sickness  on  his  vessel,  nor  had  there  been 
during  his  stay  at  Vera  Cruz,  or  on  the  voyage.  No  mention 
was  made  in  the  ship’s  log  of  any  sickness  during  the  time  at 
sea.  The  following  day  the  Port  Physician  Avas  called  to  see 
some  of  the  crew  who  were  said  to  be  sick  with  diarrhma, 
and  also  the  second  engineer,  who  Avas  complaining.  This 
man  exhibited  more  than  suspicious  symptoms  of  yelloAV  fever, 
and  action  was  taken  aceordingU'.  The  steamer  Avas  quaran- 
tined at  the  extreme  end  of  the  quarantine  wharf,  aAvay  from  all 
communication  Avith  other  ships  and  the  shore.  No  one  vis- 
ited her  except  the  Port  Physici.an.  AVhile  at  \ era  Cruz  the 
“Nigretia”  lay  in  the  “Roads”  about  half  a mile  from  the 
shore,  and  it  is  said  that  the  only  parties  allowed  on  shore 
Avere  the  captain  and  third  mate.  ‘As  soon  as  it  was  decided 
that  the  sickness  Avas  yelloAv  fever,  and  the  vessel  could  procure 
coal,  she  AA^as  ordered  to  the  Chandelieui*  Quai’antine  Station. 

The  contagion  Avas  not  communicated  to  any  other  vessel  at 
quarantine,  and  no  eAul  results  folloAA^ed.  Ihe  correspondence 
in  reference  to  this  ease  is  given  in  the  Appendix. 

On  December  8d  the  American  schooner  “Warren  Adams” 
arrived  off  Fernandina  from  Santiago  de  Cuba,  AAUth  hei  cap- 
tain ill  Avith  yelloAV  fever.  Assistant  fetate  Health  Officer 
Horsey  placed  the  \mssel  in 'quarantine  and  visited  the  patient 
until  death  ensued,  AAdien  the  schooner  Avas  sent  to  Sapelo. 

Thus  it  Avill  be  seen  that,  although  having  the  disease  at  our 
doors,  the  AUSfilance  of  the  health  authorities  ]>reA'ented  an 
entrance  into  the  State.

'riio  State  Ilealth  Officer  has  made  a careful  personal  ex- 
amination of  the  larger  hotels  in  St.  Augustine  and  Tampa, 
and  has  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  his  observations  have  de- 
vel0)ied  nothing  in  the  sanitary  construction  or  the  potable 
water  of  these  hotels  calculated  to  .produce  Typhoid  Fever  or 
its  allied  diseases.  Therefore,  the  belief  is  expressed  that  in 
the  large  majority  of  the  cases  the  producing  cause  was  im- 
bibed by  tlie  individual  elsewhere  and  before  arriving  in  the 
State,  'rhe  tourist  travel  the  past  winter  to  St.  Angnstine 
and  'I’ampa  was  nnnsnally  large  and,  it  is  learned,  was  princi- 
pally from  the  yVest.  Chicago  is  known  to  have  had  a large 
miniber  of  cases  of  d'yphoid  Fever  during  the  autumn  and 
winter,  due,  it  is  said,  to  impure  lake  water  from  sew^^age 
pollution.  Other  towns  of  the  West  and  Fast  have  been  sim- 
ilarly unfortunate  in  this  respect.  Havana,  the  yiecca  of  the 
tourist  travel  during  the  winter,  has  had  quite  a prevalence  of 
this  disease,  as  may  he  seen  from  the  report  of  the  United 
States  Sanitary  inspector  attached  to  the  Consulate  at  that 
point.  Is  it  not  possible,  and  even  probable,  that  many  of 
these  pleasure-seekers  coming  from  these  points  contracted 
the  disease  in  these  points  to  develop  elsewhere  later  on  in 
their  travels?  The  belief  is  firmly  expressed  that  with  the 
bettering  of  the  hygiene  and  sanitary  systems  of  the  towns  in 
the  State,  particularly  of  the  larger  cities,  by  instituting  sew- 
erage and  snb-soil  di'ainage,  the  abolishment  of  tanks  for  pot- 
able water  storage,  Typhoid  Fever  will  notably  decrease  in 
prevalence  in  Florida,  for  it  has  already  been  noted  that  a 
better  health  prevails  than  formerly  in  those  places  in  the 
State  where  artesian  water  from  great  depth  is  freely  used  for 
domestic  purposes  and  sewerage  lias  taken  the  place  of  the 
midden  and  bucket  s^^stem. 

VACCINA  TICK. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1891,  ten  thousand 
and  four  hundred  points  of  vaccine,  virus  were  furnished 
through  this  office  to'  County  Boards  of  Health  and  individ- 
uals, both  of  the  medical  profession  and  laity.  It  is  indeed 
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crratifyin"  to  note  that  the  sentiment  against  tliis  protective 
measure  has  matei  ially  lessened  in  this  State,  and  assistance  is 
proffered  by  school  boards  and  the  principals  of  both  public 
and  private  schools,  to  secure  immunity  against  small  pox,  by 
insisting  upon  the  observance  of  the  requirement  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  in  this  respect.  Apjieals  by  letter  and  cir- 
cular have  been  freely  distributed,  and  every  aid  has  been  em- 
ployed to  keep  this  necessary  measure  before  the  public  and 
before  those  especially  charged  by  law  to  enforce  its  observ- 
ance. As  an  early  proof  of  the  value  of  vaccination  a 
correspondent  of  the  British  Nedical  doimtul  writes; 

Six  black  children,  the  first  who  had  ever  been  vaccinated 
at  the  Island  of  Reunion,  and  from  whom  o,000  people  weie 
vaccinated,  were  shipped  oji  board  the  vessel  Jenne  Caroline, 
bound  for  one  of  the  Seychelles  Islands  to  perform  quarantine 

for  small  pox. 

The  children  were  three  months  on  board  the  ship  eating, 
drinkincr  and  sleeping  with  the  sick;  during  the  time  of  quar- 
antine they  were  inoculated  with  the  virus  taken  from  the 
pustules  of  the  diseased  passengers,  by  large  incisions  made 
in  both  arms.  From  the  report  made  at  the  time  and  com- 
municated to  the  Central  Society  of  Vaccine  by  the  minister 
of  the  home  department,  it  was  found  that,  although  these 
six  children  had  slept  under  the  same  blankets,  and  in  contact 
with  the  pustules  of  the  sick,  eating  and  drinking  out  the 
same  vessels,  and  having  been  inoculated  with  pus  from  the 
patients  who  ultimately  died  of  the  disease,  they  were  all  pre- 
.I;erved  from  the  contagion  and  were,  during  the  whole  time, 
in  perfect  health.  The  proof  and  counterproof  is  one  of  the 
most  severe  tests  ever  performed  and  ought  to  have  a marked 
place  in  the  history  of  vaccination.  The  fact  of  six  children 
haviiio-  lived  in  perfect  health  on  board  a small  pox  sliip,  in- 
fected with  small  pox— six  of  whom  died— twenty  to  twenty- 
hve  others  with  crusts  all  over  the  body,  with  seven  deaths 
before  their  arrival  at  the  quarantine  station,  all  packed  in  a 
small  space  between  decks,  is  perhaps  the  niost  crucial  test 
ever  witnessed  of  preservation  by  vaccination. 

Again  the  Maine  Sanitary  October,  1891,  quotes 

Dr.  Edson,  of  the  Xew  York  Board  of  Health,  as  saying, 
concerning  the  efficacy  of  vaccination  . 

Durino-  over  nine  years’  service  in  the  health  department  of 
JS  ew  York  I have  never  seen  a case  of  small  pox  in  a person 
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who  had  been  successfully  vaccinated  within  five  years,  and 
the  number  of  cases  I have  seen  amount  into  the  hundreds. 
During  that  period  I have  seen  only  one  inspector  of  contagious 
diseases  contract  small  pox,  and  he  was  the  only  inspector  who 
disbelieved  in  vaccination  and  refused  to  have  ^it  performed 
on  himself. 

On  the  other  hand  the  same  journal  points  out  the  fearful 
responsibility  assumed  by  the  anti-vaccinationists  in  this  coun- 
try and  mentions  one  of  the  leadei’s,  Rev^  Ivalph  Fothergill,  of 
Fall  River,  Mass.,  who  advised  the  public  to  abstain  from  vac- 
cination. He  contracted  small  pox  and  died  from  it,  leaving 
four  of  his  children  in  his  house  sick  with  the  same  disease. 

LEPHOSY. 

In  May  last  this  office  was  advised  of  a death  from  leprosy 
in  the  City  of  Reiisacola  and  of  the  feeling  of  apprehension 
of  some  of  its  citizens  on  that  account.  A subsequent  visit  to 
Pensacola  by  the  State  Health  Officer  failed  to  confirm  the 
sn.^picions  of  other  cases,  and  there  have  been  no  other  deaths 
from  thi^  (bHcase  reported  this  year.  The  year  previous, 
owing  to  sensational  reports  jiublished  in  Northern  papers 
respecting  this  disease  <at  Key  e<t,  the  State  Health  Officei 
of  Texas  (Dr.  Rutherford)  placed  restrictions  on  freight  and 
jiassengers  from  Key  West,  and  the  ^lallory  Pine  of  steamels 
from  New  York  to  Galveston  were  forbidden  to  hold  commu- 
nication with  that  place.  Communications  by  wire  and  lettei 
representing  the  groundlessness  of  such  exaggeiated  feats, 
finally  induced  Dr.  Rutherford  to  remove  the  embargo  he  had 
placed  ag  dust  the  cigar  industry  in  Key  West.  In  the  last 
repni’t  it  was  said  : 

Altlnmgh  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  at  no  time  been 
officially  notified  of  the  existence  of  leprosy  in  KeyAYest,  yet 
I do  not  deny,  nor  have  1 any  authority  for  doing  so,  that 
cases,  isolated  in  character,  have  not  heretofore  prevailed  in 
that  place  ; indeed  it  would  be  strange  had  not  isolated  cases 
occurred,  in  view  of  the,  until  very  recently,  unrestricted  and 
uninspected  communication  between  Key  AYest  and  Havana 
and  ^bassan.  Physicians  of  reliability  have  told  me  that 
lejirosy  has  been  treated  in  Key  \A  est  by  them.  Ihey  nevei 
knew,  however,  of  many  cases;  certainly  nOt  more  than  six 
or  eiMit  at  one  time,  and  of  late  years,  through  death,  the 
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number  has  been  decreasing.  Those  unfortunates  were  kept 
off  the  public  streets,  and  in  no  instance  was  the  disease  coi  - 
munieated  lo  any  other  nienibcr  of  the  family. 

Within  the  past  month  my  attention  has  been  directed  to 
two  cases  of  leprosy  at  Key  West,  a man  and  a woman,  the 
latter  a pauper.  The  diagnosis  of  the  disease  m these  cases 
admits  of  no  doubt,  and  was  contirnied 
Sweelins:  and  Armona,  as  well  .as  by  the  State  Health  Ofhcei. 
Both  cases  arc  isolated  as  well  as  can  be  done  without  hospital 
accommodations  and  in  a segregated  colony.  'I'he  pauper  is 
eared  for  bv  tlje  State  and  the  other  patient  by  his  aimly. 
Both  patients  are  black  and  came  originally  from  the  J.ahamas, 
but  resided  in  Key  West  several  years  before  the  development 

of  the  disease.  _ 

As  leprosv  is  liable  to  be  found  in  any  city  ot  the  State, 

and  as  public  opinion  is  very  ninch  aronsod  as  to  the  danger 
arisiim  from  contact  with  this  disease,  it  becomes  the  duty  o 
each  State,  in  the  absence  of  any  provision  by  the  genei.al 
sovernment,  to  segregate  the  cases  and  hnmanely  care  oi 
these  nnfortunates,  i)rO])crly  secluded  fioni  public  time 
comiminication.  'I’o  accomplish  this  it  is  suggested  that  a 
bospital  or  settlement  be  established  on  Mullet  Key,  which  is 
siifhcientlv  large  to  admit  of  a settlement  of  this  kind  pi op- 
crlv  isolated  .and  kept  apart  from  the  quarantine  establishment 
alreadv  located  there.  The  State  Board  of  Health  has  a rev- 
ocable license  for  this  island  from  the  general  government, 
and  it  appears  to  be  a proper  e.vpenditnre  of  public  funds  foi 
the  Board  to  defend  the  people  of  the  State  from  this  loaU- 
some  dise.ase  by  the  segregation  of  its  victims  in  t e u.a}

tions and  bids  submitted  by  the  State  Health  Officei*  for  the  con- 
struction of  a disinfecting  plant  at  Key  West  and  a hospital 
and  ballast  crib  at  the  ^lullet  Ivev  station,  and  on  P^ebruary  15, 
1893,  at  Jacksonville,  to  re-organize  the  Board,  caused  by 
the  resignations  of  Dr.  Daniel  and  ]\Ir.  Hyer. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Constant  and  unremitting  attention  has  been  given  to  this 
subject  of  health  advancement  during  the  past  year;  in  fact  a 
large  portion  of  the  correspondence  of  the  office  has  been  de- 
voted to  appeals  to  the  physicians  of  the  State  to  report  the 
number  of  births  and  deaths  occurring  in  their  practice. 

The  County  Boards  of  Health  have  as  frecpiently  been  urged 
to  make  prompt  returns,  and  every  effort  has  been  made  both 
with  the  individual  and  the  Boards  to  make  efficient  an  im- 
portant work  of  the  State  Board.  After  three  years  of  effort 
to  acquire  vital  statistics  of  the  State,  it  cannot  be  said  that 
the  results  have  been  either  encouraging  or  of  much  practical 
benefit ; nor  can  hope  for  any  inci’eased  efficiency  under  the 
present  system  of  collecting  and  reporting  them  be  enter- 
tained. The  Board  requires  County  Boards  of  Health  to  col- 
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lect  (except  in  the  larger  towns  where  the  City  Board  of 
Health  generally  does  the  work)  the  total  number  of  births, 
marriages  and  deaths,  with  the  cause  of  death,  from  the  sev- 
eral towns  in  the  countv,  and  such  other  information  of  sanitary 
interest  as  can  be  learned,  and  forward  these  returns  monthly 
to  the  office  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  This  is  the  law, 
but  of  the  forty  five  counties  in  the  State  not  more  than 

4. 

eighteen  have  atone  time  made  monthly  reports,  and  never  for 
consecutive  months.  Many  counties  have  no  County  Board 
of  Health.  Excuses  for  failure  to  render  reports  in  total  oi- 
in  part  have  invariably  been  ascribed  to  want  of  money  to  pay 
intelligent  inspectors  and  collectors,  or  the  omission  of  physi- 
cians to  make  returns  of  their  cases,  particularly  births. 

P^xcept  in  tlie  sparsely  settled  portions  of  the  State  (and 
they  are  now  getting  rare)  the  number  and  names  of  the  dead 
with  the  cause  of  death  can  generally  be  had  from  the  sexton 
of  a cemetery,  who  is  ordinarily  prohibited  from  burying  any 
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of  vital  >tatisties.  It  was  hojied  that  the  County  Hoards  of 
Health  would  take  an  active  interest  in  eolleetiiiy;  statistics,  nt 
births,  marriages  and  deaths  of  their  respective  counties  for 
the  State  Hoard  for  consolidation  and  ])nblicati<>n.  In  the 
consummation  of  this  hope  it  has  been  greatly  di.sa])pointe<l,  ami 
experiencing  so  many  mortifying  failures  in  the  endeavor  to 
accomjdish  this  most  necessary  work  of  sanitation  thi-f)ugh 
individuals  or  bodies  notf  directly  responsible  to  the  State 
Hoard,  better  results  cannot  be  ex]:»ected  unless  the  I'ecom- • 
mendation,  made  in  the  past  two  animal  reports,  is  approved 
of  and  adojited.  When  the  State  lh)anl  of  Health  relieves 
the  County  Hoards  of  Health  from  the  <luty  of  collecting 
vital  statistical  data,  and  ajipoints  and  pays  intelligent  c<  >llec- 
tors  in  each  county,  men  appointed  for  special  titness  and 
earnest  interest  in  this  work,  then  and  tlien  only  can  reliable 
and  reg-nlar  re])orts  be  had.  ddie  exjiense  which  this  systcmi 
would  incur  wouhl  be  but  an  investment  of  so  much  money 
which  will  double  itself  many  times  over  in  tlie  near  future, 
bv  invitiim  immic'ration  of  a substantial  nature',  ami  as  an  ex- 
])enditure  will  be'  insignificant  to  the  immense  benefit  to  the 
p('ople  of  the  State  in  ae'quiring  knowledge  of  the  causes 
which  pro<bi(*e  disease,  and  the  necessary  measure's  to  be 
see'ured  te>  prevent  the'  same. 

ddiere  ha>  not  be'cn  as  e'lose  attention  paiel  to  compiling  ot 
statistical  reports  as  their  value  demands,  ddie  want  of  a 
standard  nomeiu-lature  is  also  greatly  felt,  and  attention  was 
dii  ■ecteel  to  this  subject  in  last  year's  rej)e)rt,  and  it  was  hoped 
that  the  i\ledie*al  Association  of  the  State  would  consider  the 
matter.  It  is  nnderstoo<l  that  a report  was  made  reeiommend- 
ing  the  adoption  bv  the*  Association  of  the  Nomenclature  of 
the  Hoyal  College  of  Hhysicians  and  Surgeons  of  Kngland 
and  that  copies  of  this  nomenclature  were  to  be  jmblislicd  in 
jiamphlet  form  for  gratuitous  distributiem  by  the  Association. 
AVhen  this  is  done,  the  State  Hoard  can  require  that  all  reports 
of  deaths  shall  conform  to  this  nomenclature.  Some  of  the 
embarrassments. resulting  from  defective  returns  is  so  cle:#ly 
put  in  the  Oc.cidental  iMedical  Series’'  that  a ])artial  repro-

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THE  QUAKAXTINE  SERVICE 

Has  been  maintained  the  past  year  with  close  attention  to 
every  detail,  and  to  this  can  be  attributed  the  freedom  from 
impoi’tation  of  epidemic  diseases  into  the  State.  The  Mullet 
Key  (piaraiitine  station  on  the  west  coast,  constructed  in 

1890,  was  successfully  conducted  from  Mav  to  Xoveraher, 
embracing  the  active  quarantine  season.  Two  hundred  and 
fifteen  vessels  arrived  at  this  station  during  the  summer  of 

1891,  and  after  inspection  were  either  released  or  detained  for 
dischai’ire  of  ballast  and  disinfection.  Two  thousand  six  huii- 
dred  and  twenty  passengers  and  five  thousand  two  hundred 
and  seventv-eiglit  seamen  belonging  to  vessels  from  infected 
})Orts,  were  thoroughly  examined  and  passed  without  deten- 
tion ; and  the  fact  that  no  case  of  sickness  of  any  kind  found 
enti’ance  into  the  State  through  Florida  and  Havana  lines  of 
steamers,  is  satisfactory  evidence  of  thoronghness  in  the  pri- 
mary inspection  of  individuals  on  departure  from  Havana,  and 
seems  conclusive  as  to  tlie  efficiency  of  protection  in  the  ac- 
climation certificates  re(|uii*ed  by  tlie  State  Hoard  of  Health 
in  its  regulations. 

The  fees  collected  at  this  station  was  $3,042.50,  and  -':?3,- 
961.03  was  expended  in  maintaining  the  same.  To  operate 
the  ])lant  it  was  found  necessary  to  employ  a force  of  six,  in- 
cluding a Physician  in  Charge. 

Owing  to  the  growth  of  the  phosphate  industry,  increased 
shipping);;  will  demand  of  this  station  special  work  necessaiy 
for  vessels  fi’om  infected  ports  to  enable  them  to  enter  onr 
ports,  and  this  will  produce  a revenue  which  it  is  thought 
will,  in  a few  years,  render  the  plant  self-supporting  and  in- 
dependent of  financial  help  from  the  State.  A ballast  crib 
for  the  discharge  of  ballast  from  infected  polls  has  been  or- 
dered built  at  this  station,  and  will  be  ready  when  the  active 
season  for  operating  the  plant  arrives.  The  crib  will  be  con- 
nected with  the  island  by  a tramway,  thus  securing  riieans  to 
■obtain  clean  ballast  to  replace  the  infected,  which  will  be  dis- 
ehartred.  Another  taiik  for  storinor  fresh  water  has  been  or- 
dered,  and  a hoisting  engine  will  be  placed  on  the  ballast 
crib.

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In  June  the  Sanitary  Inspector  at  lioca  Grande  Pass  in- 
formed the  State  Board  of  Health  of  the  arrival  of  tlie  Brit- 
ish bark  “ Croyden,”  in  ballast  from  Rio  Janeiro,  and  asked  if 
ballast  could  be  discharged  in  Charlotte  Harbor  Bay  and  a ^ 

cargo  of  phosphate  taken  on  hoard.  He  was  instructed  to 
ordtr  the  vessel  to  .Mullet  Key  Station  for  discharge  of  ballast  / 

and  disinfection.  The  master  of  the  “ Croyden  ” having  posi- 
tively refused  to  comply  with  these  orders,  steps  were  imme- 
diately taken  to  compel  his  observance  of  the  law  by  District 
Attorney  Palmer,  of  the  Sixth  Judicial  Circuit,  and  the  State 
Health  Othcer.  An  arrest  of  the  captain  of  the  ‘^Croyden’' 
at  Piinta  Gorda  promptly  brought  him  to  terms,  wdien  prom- 
ising immediately  to  comply  with  instructions  and  securing 
Ids  promise  with  reliable  bondsmen,  the  case  was  dismissed 
from  the  Justice’s  Court,  before  which  it  had  been  brought. 

Obedience  to  law  resulting,  there  was  no  desire  to  further  pun- 
ish, as  the  costs  in  the  case  were  already  large  enough  to 
probably  prevent  a repetition  of  the  offense.  The  hark  re- 
ported at  ]Mullet  Key,  discharged  her  ballast  and  was  disin- 
fected. 

A matter  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  as  well  as  the  next  Legislature,  in  connection  wnth 
the  State  Quarantine  Service,  is  the  control  of  the  local  quar- 
antines by  the  State  Board.  The  law  charges  the  State  Board 
with  the  responsibility,  and  the  general  public  holds  it  directly 
responsible,  that  no  epidemic  or  contagious  disease  should  he 
imported.  The  division  of  authority  with  the  County  Boards 
in  this  respect  must  necessarily  result  in  the  impairment  of 
the  efficiency  ill  administration.  However  efficient  the  offi- 
cials of  the  local  Boards  may  he,  they  are  nevertheless  in  a 
great  measure  independent  of  the  State  Board  by  not  being 
directly  responsible  to  the  Board  for  their  positions  or  for  their 
acts,  and  thus  the  State  Board  is  incapahle  of  performing  a 
duty  for  which  it  is  held  responsible.  The  position  of  the 
State  Health  Officer  has  from  the  inception  of  the  State  Board 
been  stated  on  this  point,  and  need  not  therefore  he  repeated.

Cnder  the  ocnoral  huv  for  the  Incoriioration  of  cities  and 
towns  in  I'lorida  each  innniciiiality  is  ^ranted  authority  to 
provide  hv  ordinance  tor  the  health  and  police  protection  of 
its  citizens.  This  has  been  generally  adopted  in  the  larger 
towns,  and  in  some  of  the  special  charters  granted  to  severid  o 
these  larger  cities  the  powers  and  duties  of  these  Hoards  ot 
Health  have  heeii  made  more  comprehensive  than  the  authority 
conferred  in  the  general  law.  .[acksonville  has  a health  de- 
partment composed  of  the  Mayor,  Chairman  ot  the  Hoard  of 
Hohlie  Works,  and  three  members  ot  the  .Mniiici pa  Connell; 
and  the  e.veciitive  department  comprises  a City  Health  Olhcei, 

with  assistants  and  a corps  of  sanitary  patrolmen  and  inspec- 
tors. The  work  done  by  this  Ihiard  is  excellent  in  the  details 
of  execution,  and  the  statistical  data  furnished  the  State  Hoarc 
of  Health  is  interesting  and  v.alnahle.  showing  p.atient  soareh 
and  careful  preparation.

The  ordin.ance 
creatine  thi.s  de|iartment  is  full  and  conipreheiisive,  emliracing 
all  measures  necessary  to  keep  the  city  in  a ihorongh  sanitary 
condition,  with  the  least  possible  cost  and  with 
possihle  erticioiicy.  The  vital  statistics  are  hirnished  by  the 
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City  Health  Oliiccr.  'I'lie  only  thing  lacking  i-  tlm  thorough 

enforcement  of  the  health  ordinances. 

I„  1S81  the  Hegislatiire  of  Florida  enacted  that  111  towns 
having  over  three  hundred  inhabitants  Hoards  of  Health  conld  .

man of  the  Hoard  of  Comity  Commissioners,  as  ineiii-

Comicil.  Ill  ISSo  this  law  was  siibsmiited  by-one  creating 
Comity  Hoards  of  Health.  The  provisions  of  the  law  were 
faidtxp  as  it  liii|ioscd  heavy  ]ienalties  for  minor  iiilractions  ot 
I, cah'h  ordinances  and  made  the  offender,  iii-on  conviction  a 
felon  and  a disenfranchised  eitizein  Hesides.  to  efiect  imiiis  1- 
nient  for  the  violation  of  the  rules  ot  the  Hoard,  the  ma -mg 
of  which  the  law  authorized,  a tedious  process  had  to  bo  pmc 
Ihromdi  with  of  preliminary  hearing  before  .lustico  of  the 
Pcace7and  giving  of  bond  for  appem-ance  before  the  next 
Circuit  Court.  ■■  Tlie  law’s  delay”  in  these  cases  invariahly 
resulted  in  the  failure  to  convict.  In  tlie  l.cgislatiirc

sFitiiting  a new  eii.aetinoiit, ' whicli  reduced  tlie  mcmhership  to 
three,  iwovided  for  a fair  salary  to  the  secretary,  and  a per  diem 
and.  mileaixo  to  iiK'inl)ors  wlien  in  aticndanoo  (d'  incMin^. . 
\dolatioiis  of  bcallli  laws  were  made  misdemeanors  and  there- 
fore promptly  puni^hahlo.  Ample  authority  was  o-ranted  to 
abate  nuisanees  prejudicial  to  the  public  health,  to  j.reyeut  t le 
imroductiou  of  eontao-ious  and  infectious  diseases  into  the 
county,  and  to  proiierly  isolate  and  care  for  any  eases  arisnpu' 
in  the  county  before  the  api»earance  oi  the  ^tate  Jlealt  i 
Ofheer:  and  also  provided  for  the  cidleetion  of  vital  statistics. 
It  was  'thono-ht  that  this  law  would  meet  all  necessary  reqnire- 
inents  to  enforce  domestic  hygiene  and  sanitation,  and  that 
hoards  constituted  thereby,  being  clothed  with  ample  anthorit} 
and  in-ovided  with  sntHeieiit  funds  (a  one  mill  tax),  would  take 
a laudable  interest  in  preserving  the  health  advantages  of  dte 
several  sections  oi  the  State  which  would  be  under  their  im- 
mediate snrveillanee,  and  thereby  be  valuable  gatherers  of  the 
information  which  the  State  board  of  lle.dth  exju-cted  to  foi 
mnlate  and  distribute. 
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In  1801  tlu‘  Logislnturo  ;i<;aiii  ainemled  this  law,  stiiking  out 
an  ambiirnons  sontoncc  in  tlie  provision  of  the  act  giving  (lis- 
cretiona'rv  power  to  the  County  Commissioners  to  levy  the  one 
mill  tav  h.r  the  support  of  the  Comity  Hoards  and  substituting 
a mandatory  requirement  to  do  so  on  the  request  of  the  Comity 
l^oards;  and  also  requiring  on  the  part  of  the  sai(  >oai(  s a 
vearlv  report  of  the  Hoards  receipts  and  expenditures. 

1 brief  s\mopsis  of  the  health  legislation  of  the  jiasl  dozen 
vem-s  is  oiveii  in  order  that  it  may  be  seen  that  there  has  been 
no  wanrof  desire  on  the  part  of  the  legislators  to  gtve  to  the 
Conntv  Hoards  of  llealth  an  abundance  of  anthority  and 
means  to  protect  the  health  Of  the  citizens  iniinediately  under 
their  care.  Hefore  the  creation  of  the  State  Hoard  of  Healt  i 
in  1880  the  County  Hoards  of -Health  were  clothed  with  arbi- 
trary authority  to  make  rules  and  declare  qnaranunes  wlien- 
eyer  they  deemed  it  expedient,  and  it  is  but  necessary  to  call 
to  remembrance  the  year  1888  to  fully  realize  the  terrors 
created  and  inlinman  acts  committed  through  a false  idea  ot 
duty  to  the  public  in  the  exercise  of  this  arbitrary  anthoritt  . 
The  Hoards  were  amenable  to  no  higher  anthority  in  health 
matters,  for  none  existed,  and  it  was  but  natural,  perhaps, 
when  the  State  Hoard  of  Health  comi>letcd  its  organization 
and  published  its  rules  restricting  the  County  Hoards  m sonic 
of  its  acts,  that  the  Comity  Hoards  should  reluctantly  accept 
the  abridgement  of  authority,  and  may  have  lelt  some  resent- 
ment on  account  of  what  they  might  consider  an  interference 
with  their  privileges  ; hence  iniinediately  excuses  were  made 
for  not  complying  with  the  State  Hoartl’s  requirements  in  re- 
rerr.ard  to  house  to  house  inspection  and  to  the  collecting  o 
viwl  statistical  data.  At  first  the  excuse  for  not  pertorming 
the  duties  in  the  .above  respects  was  “no  funds,  and  u lei 
the  way  to  obtain  funds  was  pointed  out,  by  a request  at  h 
proper  time  on  the  County  Commissioner.s,  this  was  met  tin 
the  Secretary  of  the  Hoard  was  not  paid  to  do  this  work, 
fact  the  Secretory  of  the  Hoard  of  one  ot  the  most  prospet-^ 
ous  comities  on  the  eastern  coast  has  repeatedly  written,  Oi . 
]Joard  has  manifested  a decided  unwiUingness  to  compensiOe 
me  for  my  time  and  trouble  in  these  oases  and  others.  1 
i 
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law  permits  the  County  Boards  to  allow  sueh  additional  com- 
jiensation  to  the  per  diem  and  mileage  as  fixed  to  Secretaries 
and  Treasurers  as  may  be  fair  and  right.  As  it  is,  I fear  that 
vital  statistics  will  be  a dead  letter  in  this  county  soon.  It 
seems  to  me  you  are  putting  the  County  Secretaries  to  some 
work  which  properly  belongs  to  the  State  ]3ookkeeper  in  con- 
solidafion  and  classification.  One-half  of  our  ISL  D.’s  will  not 
report ; they  take  no  interest  in  these  matters,  because  they 

<ret  no  pay.” 

With  two  or  three  exceptions,  the  County  Boards  of  Health 
cannot,  either  for  lack  of  funds  denied  them  by  the  County 
(Commissioners,  or  from  apathy  and  indifference  will  not  man- 
ifest that  interest  in  the  subject  of  healtli  protection  and  vital 
Statistics  which  is  their  duty  under  the  law.  Excuses  of  one 
kind  or  another  are  so  often  made  for  the  absence  of  returns, 
or  for  imperfectly  filled  out  blanks,  that  the  State  Boaid  dis- 
pairs  of  ever  obtaining  valuable  vital  statistics  through  the 
County  Boards.  For  three  years  the  experiment  has  been 
tried  to  have  the  County  Boards  the  collectors  of.  all  sanitary 
information,  including  vital  statistics  in  the  count},  and  to 
furnish  the  same  to  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Blanks  and 
])Ostal  cards  were  gratuitously  distributed,  and  had  it  been 
asked  for,  postage  stamps  would  also  have  been  furnished  to 
lessen  as  much  as  possible  the  cost  of  reporting  the  informa- 
tion, but  the  experiment  has  failed  because  the  majority  o^ 
the  Countv  Boards  have  not  taken  sufficient  interest  in  the 

matter. 

AVhen  the  State  was  unprovided  with  a central  health  au- 
thority to  guard  against  epidemics  or  to  manage  isolated  cases 
of  epidemic  diseases  when  they  occnri'ed,  it  was  necessary 
that  some  method  should  prevail  to  care  for  these  special 
emergencies,  and  it  was  demanded  that  its  citizens  should  de- 
vote gratuitously  their  services  in  this  direction  ; but  after  the 
organization  of  the  State  Board,  with  funds  for  health  protec- 
tion, it  was  not  to  be  expected  that  valuable  time  and  effoit 
would.be  given  at  the  expense  of  private  interests  in  a work 
that  it  was  impossible  to  adequately  recompense  a body  of 
citizens  for  performing.  This  is  especially  true  in  regard  to

tection afforded  to  the  State  and  confidence  inspired,  the 
Hoard  has  a valuable  disinfecting  plant  and  a serviceable 
i|uarantine  boat.

now  satisfied 'that  an  intelligent  management  of  health  matters 
thi-ough  a central  organization,  such  as  the  State  Loard  of 
Health,  has  accomplished  great  and  lasting  good  to  the  State  ; 
but  the  people  must  realize  that  to  continue  this  work  and  to 
]»erfect  it  each  year,'  requires  substantial  aid  in  the  way  of  lib- 
a*ral  appropriations.  If  it  is  not  intended  to  do  this,  but  ' to 
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have  a State  Koan)  of  lleafth  in  name  only,  it  would  be  better 
and  more  honest  to  onr  neighboring  States  .and  the  country  m 
oeneral,  to  repeal  the  law,  for  in  that  case  there  won  d be  no 
pretense  of  doing  what  without  means  it  is  impossihle  to  ac- 
complish.

OFFICE  WOllK. 


The  correspondence  of  the  office  has  steadily  increased  in 
the  past  thi’ee  years.  In  1890  the  number  of  letteis  iecei\ed 
and  answered  was  1,2<5  received  and  1,878  written.  In  1891, 
the  past  year,  this  number  was  increased  by  119  written, 
making  a total  of  1,997  for  the  year.  Besides  this  corre- 
spondence, many  circulars  have  been  issued  and  the  monthly 
bulletins  of  vital  statistics;  all  of  which  required  time  and 
patient  labor.  This  has  been  done  with  the  assistance  of  one 
clerk,  'Sir.  F.  B.  xMatthews,  whose  fitness  for  this  special  ser- 
vice and  Avhose  business  capacity  and  interest  has  compassed 


many  difficulties  in  connection  therewith.  The  multifarious 
duties  of  the  State  Health  Officer,  requiring  his  presence  in 
different  sections  of  the  State,  has  taken  him  much  away  from 
the  office  of  the  Board,  of  which  the  statute  makes  him  the 
Secretary  and  therefore  the  routine  work  has  been  left  in  a 
great  measure  to  the  execution  of  3lr.  Hat  thews.  lo  appie- 

ciate  thnt  it  has  been  well  and  carefully  attended  to,  a 'visit' 


to  the  office  of  the  Board  at  Jacksonville  and  an  examination 
of  the  records  will  be  amply  convincing.

The  suggestions  made  in  last  year’s  report  as  essential  in  the 
way  of  legislation  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Boaid,  aie 
again  renewed  and  to  be  urged  upon  the  attention  of  the  next 
Legislature.

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CIRCULAR  LETTER. 


Jacksonville,  Fla.,  December  19,  1891. 

To  all  Superintendents  of  Public  Instruction  and  Principals 
of  Schools  in  the  State  of  Florida : 

Dear  Sirs — The  State  Board  of  Health  of  Florida  leqiiests 
your  careful  and  earnest  consideration  of  the  subject  of  vac- 
cination as  a preventive  of  smallpox,  Avhicb  disease  is  now 
prevalent  tlirongbont  the  entire  United  States,  Canada  and 
Central  America,  and  is  ever  a source  of  danger  from  the 
Island  of  Cuba. 

Situated  as  Florida  is,  and  having  annually  such  a large 
influx  of  visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  particu- 
larly from  those  more  northeim  States,  Avhei-e  this  disease 
is  a constant  menace,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  State 
Board  of  Health  of  Florida  should  urge  upon  those  of  its 
citizens  who  are  unprotected  the  necessit}^  for  vaccination. 

We  admit  that  the  peojile  have  to  be  educated  in  these 
matters  by  slow  and  laborious  processes,  and  we  rely  veiy 
much  upon  your  co-operation  to  promote  this  much  to  be  de- 
sired end.  A large  majoiity  of  the  citizens  accept  cheerfully 
and  even  gladly  the  protection  afforded  them  by  vaccination. 

Now  islhe  time  for  us  to  insist  upon  the  reasonable  enforce- 
ment of  this  part  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health.  We  would  have  you  who  are  so  deeply 
interested  in  educational  matters  to  understand  that  we  do  not 
wi.'h  to  appear  unreasonable  or  opposed  to  the  important  in- 
terests which  you  have  in  charge ; on  the  contrary  it  is  oiu 
desire  to  assist  and  promote  those  interests,  and  in  no  better 
way  can  we  show  our  appreciation  of  the  trust  reposed  in  us 

than  by  insisting  on  vaccination. 

Should  a single  case  of  smallpox  he  discovered  (and  it  may 
occur  at  any  time)  in  or  near  your  city,  and  the  disease  be- 
come prevalent,  your  school  would  he  completely  broken  up, 
unless  this  regulation  had  been  fully  complied  with,  it  being 
a recognized  fact  that  nothing  is  so  conducive  to  the  propaga- 
tion ol‘  disease  as  the  gathering  together  of  individuals  in 

schools,  churches,  factories,  etc. 

If  the  principals  of  schools  would  only  give  this  matter 

their  aciention  and  co-operate  with  the  health  authorities, 
of  the  opposition  to  vaccination  among  a certain  element  won. d 
he  uvercume.  There  is  no  occasion  for  any  annoyance  to 
teachers  or  pupils,  and  there  will  he  no  friction  whatever  if  the 
teachers  will  only  explain  the  necessity  for  this  precaution  in 
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a kindly  wav,  letting  those  nnprotected  nndorstand  jnst  ho^ 
and  wliere  they  can  be  vaccinated  and  the  benehts  that  each 
vill  derive  theVefrom.  If  this  is  done  and  the  matter  dealt 
with  in  kindness  as  well  as  tirmness  there  wib  be  but  very 

little  o]4)ositioii.  , . , 

A few  ve.irs  nsjo  countless  gnives,  scaiiecl  faces  an  ^ 

less  eves  bore  grim  evidence  of  the  power  of  this  most  loath- 
some disease.  To-day,  thanks  to  vaccination,  epidemics  of 
smallpo-v  are  neither  so  frequent  nor  so  virulent,  and  the 
blind  orbs  and  pock-marked  faces  are  growing  comparativel\ 

As  a iiroof  of  the  beneficent  results  of  vaccinMioii  it  is 
only  necessary  to  note  lliat  in  Holland  between  IhiO  and  lbi3 
there  were  'io^oTS  deaths  caused  by  smallpox.  Astringent 
law  was  enacted  making  v.accination  comiuilsory,  witli  the 
result  that  smallpox  mortality  has  steadily  diminished  fiom 
year  to  year.  Hnriiig  ISttO  only  one  death  is  reported  as 
occurring  in  Holland  from  that  disease.  In  Germany  rac- 
cination  is  compulsory  ; in  I'raiiee  it  is  not.  In  Germany  t n 
total  mortality  in  the  entire  country  from  sniaUpox  1^- 

In  Paris  alone  during  the  same  year  it  was  oc,^.  In  Als,  • 
the  annual  mortality  per  100, UUO  from  .smallpox  has  tal  en 
since  the  annexation  of  that  province  to  Germany,  ti  om  -.I 
to  0.22.  The  citizens  of  Zurich  voted  to  do  away  with  com- 
pnlsorv  vaccination  in  1883.  The  iinmber  of_  deaths  in  188- 
was  3‘;  in  1883,  8 ; in  1885,  o2,  and  in  1880,  So. 

Unriiiff  the  pa.st  year  over  ten  thousand  people  hare  heen 
vacein.ated  in  this  State.  Can  it  bo  denied  that  wo,  as  a peo- 
ple, '.re  better  protected  from  smallpox  than  we  were  a y . 
ago?  Therefore,  let  me  urge  upon  yon  the  necessity  tor  gi\- 
'ag  this  important  matter  your  serious  attention.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 
Section  1.  The  State  Board  of  Health  of  Florida  shall 
collect  and  compile  aecurate  vital  statistics  of  the  marriages, 
births  and  deaths  of  residents  and  non-residents  of  the  State, 
arranged  by  counties  and  incorjiorated  cities,  with  reliable 
statements  of  the  jirevailing  disetases  and  all  information  of  a 
medical  or  sanitary  nature  that  may  be  necessary  and  of  value 
in  the  preservation  of  the  public  health,  and  for  this  purpose 
a State  Ihireau  of  Vital  Statistics  is  ci-eated,  to  be  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  State  Health  Officer, 
as  registrar  of  said  bureau,  with  office  at  the  office  of  the 
State'^lloard  of  Health.  The  said  registrar  of  vital  statistics 
.Hiall  formulate,  print  and  furnish  suitable  blanks  for  collecting 
and  compiling  such  statistics,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  and  he  shall  as  often  as  once  in  three  (3)  months 
tabulate  and  publish  such  statistics,  and  fui-nish  copies  of  the

As  proof  of  the  beneficent  results  of  vaccination  it  is  only  necessary  to 
note  that  in  Holland  between  1870  and  1873  there  were  20,575  deaths  caused  by 
sinall-pox.  A stringent  law  was  enacted  making  vaccination  compulsory, 
with  the  result  that  small-pox  mortality  has  steadily  decreased  from  year  to 
vear.  During  1890  only  one  death  is  reported  as  occurring  in  Holland  from 
fhat  disease.  During  the  past  year  over  five  thousand  people  have  been  vac 
ciliated  in  this  State.  Can  it  be  denied  that  we  as  a people  are  better  pro 
lected  from  small-pox  than  we  were  a year  ago  ? Therefore  let  rad  urge  upon 
vou  the  necessity  for  giving  this  important  matter  your  serious  attentm

.■<ee  that  they  are  properly  endorsed  on  the  back,  as  it  saves  much  time  in 
this  office,  besides  enhancing  the  probability  of  its  receiving  prompt  atten- 
tion. , 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  reports  are  furnished  with  such  diverse  nomen- 
clature, making  classification  almost  impossible.  The  attention  ot  physicians 
and  others  is  invited  to  the  follOAving  diseases,  in  reference  to  which  the  par- 
ticulars should  be  specified,  it  being  absolutely  essential  to  the  proper  classi- 
fication of  causes  of  deaths,  and  consequently  to  the  accuracy  and  usefulness 
of  our  statistics  of  mortality.  It  is  therefore  respectfully  requested  that 
when  reporting  deaths  from  accident,  abcess,  cancer,  homicide,  tumor, 
wounds,  etc.,  the  variety  and  seat  or  location  be  gi\en. 

Reports  are  not  complete  unless  they  show  the  number  of  births  and 
marria«-es.  Secretaries  of  the  County  Boards  will  please  use  every  endeavor 
to  secure  this  information.  There  should  be  no  difficulty  whatever  with  the 
data  in  regard  to  marriages,  as  there  is  only  one  office  in  the  county  where 
marriage  licenses  can  be  obtained-that  of  the  County  Judge;  and  this  per- 
sonage will  doubtless  take  great  pleasure  in  furnishing  the  information  de- 
sired. ^ . 

It  is  urgently  requested  that  the  County  Boards  ascertain  and  return, 

when  possible,  the  race,  nativity  and  length  of  residence  in  Florida,  of^ases 
of  phthisis ; as  in  the  absence  of  such  particulars,  an  injustice  is  imposed 
upon  localities,  as  well  as  the  entire  State.

Here  is  the  r<*j>ly  sent  to  a doctor  inquiring  of  a State  official  if  he  would 
be  allowed  to  practice  in  Connecticut  by  registering  his  name  and  the  college 
from  which  he  M’as  graduated  : 

“Sir:  Any  ody  « an  in-actice  medicine  in  Connecticut.  You  do  not  need 
to  register ; you  do  not  need  a medical  diploma ; you  do  not  need  to  know  the 
difference  1 etween  opium  and  peiipermint ; you  do  not,  indeed,  need  to  know 
anything.  You  can  simply  <-ome  and  live  here  and  begin  to  practice.  The 
laws  of  Connecticut  muII  sustain  jmu  in  collecting  your  fees  for  profe.'Sional 
serv  ices,  if  you  render  any  which  you  choose  to  cali  sueh.  But  if  j'ou  un- 
dertake to  carry  me  or  m}'  trunk  to  the  depot  for  pay,  you  must  get  a 
license  If  you  peddle  matchc<  or  peanuts  you  must  get  a license.  II  you 
collc(  t th<*  swill  from  your  neighbors,  to  .feed  your  pigs,  you  must  get  a 
license.  If  you  want  to  empty  your  cesspool  you  must  get  a license.  But 
you  i.an  practice  medicine  in  Connecticut  without  a Hcense.”— Hartford  Post.

Improvement.  Bradford,  Brevard,  Clay.  Dade,  Duval,  Lake,  Nassau  and 
Wakulla  eoiinties  failed  to  render  reports  for  this  month.  Hillsboro  County 
made  no  returns  on  Form  No.  6. 

Some  comment  has  been  made  by  sanitary  journalists  upon  the  number 
of  cases  of  consumption  reported  in  this  State.  It  is  believed  that  if  the 
counties  would  show  the  nativity  of  those  dying  from  this  disease,  with  the 
length  of  their  residence  in  Florida,  it  would  be  seen  that  a number  of  the 
deaths  reported  from  consumption  are  not  chargeable  to  the  climate  of  this 
State.  Of  the  niiieteeu  deaths  reported  this  month,  seven  w’ere  i*esidents  of 
Florida  but  a short  time. 

“ The  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa,  when  ruling  with  regard  to  the  collection 
of  Vital  Statistics,  said  : ‘ A physician  should  honestly  obtain  and  report  all 
information  required  by  the  regulations  and  statute  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health.

Surgeon  Parke,  who  accompanied  Stanley’s  Emin  Pasha  relief  expedition, 
brings  l«ack  Avith  him  an  additional  proof  of  the  value  of  vaccination  Before 
the  expedition  started  the  majority  of  the  men  Avere  A’accinated  by  the 
doctor.  In  the  Avilds  of  Africa  an  epedemic  of  small-  pox  broke  out  and  only 
four  of  the  vaccinated  men  Avere  attacked  by  the  disease,  and  nene  died, 
while  the  camp  folloAvcrs.  avIio  had  not  been  A'accinated.  took  the  di-case  in 
its  most  virulent  form  and  died  in  great  numbers.— Amei'ican  Lancet. 


WHAT  IS  A NUISANCE? 

At  common  laAV  a nuisance  is  deemed  to  be  anything  Avrongfully  done  or 
permitted,  Avhich  injures  or  annoys  another  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  legal 
rights.  Every  person  has  the  legal  right  to  the  fullest  enjo^'ment  of  his  life 
and  health  Anything,  therefore.  Avhi.-h  injures  or  annoys  an  individual  or 
the  public  in  the  enjoyment  of  life  or  health  is  a nuisance. 

Under  the  act  creating  County  Boards  of  Healtli.  such  boards  have  the 
power,  and  it  is  made  their  duty,  to  cause  the  ai>atement  of  nuisances  affect

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RULES  FOR  DISINTERMENT  AND  TRANSPORT  A- 

TION  OF  THE  DEAD. 

Rule  I.  Persons  djnng  from  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Smallpox,  Asiatic  Cholera,  Leprosy,  Typhus  Fever,  Yellow 
Fever,  or  other  infectious  or  contagious  diseases,  are  required 
to  be  buried  or  cremated  within  six  (6)  hours  from  time  of 
death. 

Rule  II.  Persons  dying  from  all  other  diseases  except 
those  mentioned  in  the  preceding  rule  must  be  interred  or 
cremated  Avithin  twenty-four  (24)  hours  from  time  of  death 
between  April  15th  and  December  1st,  and  wdthin  forty- 
eight  (46)  hours  between  December  1st  and  April  15th  of  each 
year;  and  if  embalmed  for  transportation  under  this  rule,  ho 
body  can  be  held  for  shipment  for  a period  longer  than  twmnty- 
four  (24)  hours  between  April  15th  and  December  1st,  and 
forty-eight  (48)  hours  between  the  1st  of  December  and  the 
15th  of  April  of  any  year. 

Rule  III.  It  is  hereby  ordered  that  disinterring  bodies  for 
transportation  to  other-points,  or  for  removal  from  one  grave 
to  another  in  the  same  cemetery,  is  forbidden  between  April 
15th  and  December  1st  of  any  year,  except  by  a special  per- 
mit from  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Rule  IV.  The  disinterring  of  the  bodies  of  those  having 
died  from  Diphtheiia,  Scarlet  Fever,  Smallpox,  Asiatic  Cholera, 
Leprosy,  Typhus  Fever,  Yellow  Eever,  or  other  contagious 
or  infectious  diseases,  is  hereby  prohibited  within  two  years 
from  the  date  of  death. 

Rule  V.  'Jdie  transportation  of  the  bodies  of  persons  dead 
of  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Smallpox,  Asiatic  Cholera, 
Leprosy,  Typhus  Fever,  Yellow  Fever,  or  other  contagious 
or  infectious  diseases,  is  absolutelv  forbidden. 

Rule  VI.  All  bodies  disinterred  for  transportation  must  be 
placed  in  an  air-tight  zinc,  tin,  copper  or  lead  lined  coffin,  or 
in  an  air-tight  casket,  hermetically  sealed  (soldered),  and  all 
enclosed  in  a strong,  tight  wooden  box. 

Rule  YII.  A certificate  from  the  attending  physician  set- 
ting forth  the  date  and  cause  of  death  must,  in  all  cases,  ac- 
company the  casket  containing  the  remains. 

Rule  VIII.  A certificate  from  the  County  Board  of  Health 
or  other  health  authority  granting  permission  for  the  removal, 
and  showing  name  of  the  deceased,  age,  place  of  death,  cause 
of  death,  the  point  to  which  it  is  to  be  shipped  and  the  name 
of  the  medical  attendant,  must  in  all  cases  accompany  the 
casket  containing  the  remains.
